Race War In Ft. Worth. 


Pt. \Vorth, Tex.. May 16.—Anti-race 


feeling \vas intense here, following the 
killing of three persons, including Pa- 
trolman O. A. Oj;!i->tree and the wound- 
ing of two others, one probably fatally, 
by Tom Lee. an intoxicated negro. 


An attempt to storm the jail and 


lynch Lee was made, but the mob 
was repulsed. Later a streetcar in 
which negroes were riding v.-as demot- 
ishrd and three negroes given a ter- 
rific beating. Trouble is feared. Lee. 
when surrounded by a mob after the 
shooting, attempted suicide. 


While intoxicated Lee entered a 


poolroom and opened fire with a shot- 
gun. \Valter iloore, a negro, fell dead. 
Lee then fled, with Patrolman G. A. 
Ogletn'-e pursuing. Lee fired as he 
ran, and David Coiton, a white black- 
smith, and Harold M unlock, a white 
boy, fell badly wounded. A stray !ml- 
!et struck Frank Soles,, a negro, kill- 
ing him instantly. As Ogletree reach- 
ed Lee. tho negro turned and shot the 
officer near the heart.
